tii 1783 the United States was con- 
fined to the territory oast of the Mis- 
sissippi and north of Florida which 
had an area of only 820,980 square 
miles. 

In 1803 Napoleon, in ordei that 



Crrcat Britain might not get posses 
s,on of tlie Louisiana territory, and 
compelled by financial .straits, invited 
proposals from the United States for 
the purchase of Louisiana. An agree- 
ment was effected, and for fifteen

miles of territory were acquired. 

In iSi 9l February 22nd, the treaty 
or the cession of Fieri la. was ratified 
hy the king of Spain, though reluct-

result of this cession, for $ 5 ,ooo,coo. 
In 1S45 James K. Polk was elect- 
ed President not becat.se of his ex- 
cellent ability but because h c favored 
the annexation of Texas. Texas hav- 
">iJ accepted the terms of the annex- 
"turn proposed by the United States 
3' 8, 000 square miles was added >o 
our territory.

year a treaty with Great Unban set- 
tied the boundary of Oregon; the treatv 
gave us ,308,053 .square miles. 

Then we came face to face with 
Mexico, and by the Guadalupe-Hi- 
dalgo treaty at the close of the Mexi- 
can War, we gained the vast domin- 
ion of Arizona, New Mexico, and Up- 
per California. Although the terms- 
of peace were accepted, the boundary 
line was not definitely settled til! years 
ater. The discovery of gold in this. 
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new acquisition greatly increased its 

value. In December, 1S53 the bound- 
ary ot" Mexico was .settled by the 
(J arisen Purchase, $10,000,000 being 
the. pric- paid, toward Alaska, then 
known as Russian America the United 
States now looked. 

This territory obtained its name by 
virtue of Russian explorations. The 
Uaissian American. Fur Company, 
by the sanction of Emperor l'aul, 
organized themselves into a company 
for trade. 

The Company iuul sway until 1862. 
when the charter expired and the 
government declined to renew the char- 
ter. For several years the country was 
explored by a scientific body of men 
sent by the United States, In 1867 
negotiations were made with Russia 
: >nd $7,200,000 was agreed upon as 
the price. The treaty was ratified 
May 20th of the same year. Thus our 
country has grown and to-day with its 
vast area and sea-coast, its great riv- 
ers, and railways, its fertile soil and 
genial climate, its super-abundance 
and variety of agricultural and min- 
eral production, it is truly a mighu 
nation. 

It occupies the middle and most 
desirable portion ol the continent and 
from small and obscure heginings, it 
now has an area of over 3.000.000 
scjuare miles.

F'or few things are we more indebt- 
ed to modern invention than the 
increased facility it has given to inter 
communication and transit between 
different parts of the world. The ap- 
pliances of steam and electricity, and 



the various other contrivances which 
enable ns to annihilate distance, pho- 
tograph sound or hold a tete-a-tete 
with the antipodes, are indeed calcu- 
lated to give a degree of complacency, 
if not entire satisfaction, tot he average 
cosmopolite. Hut withal there is at 
least one more "lung felt want" ye', 
unsatisfied. Kvery one must expe- 
rience it directly or indirectly. There 
are those with whom ii is a daily need. 
1 he steam car may whir! us into 
the city of Mexico, the packet may 
cjiiickly deposit our correspondence 
at the II ague, the ocean cable may 
reproduce our lines inJ'elcin but what 
avails either without some intermedi- 
ate agency? Jn the one case the inter- 
preter in the others the translator 
must he called to aid. Here is a 
great and increasing inconvenience. 
The question of how Uj dispose with 
the interpreter and translator in these 
simple relations, has grown in interest 
and importance with the increased in- 
tercourse of nations. 

It has been long accepted that tin; 
only resource lies in the adoption of a 
rxiVEKSAi. i.AXtirACK, whether it U- 
oneofthe existing natural languages 
or on.- artificilly constructed. Since 
the 17th century, the latter idea luis 
been discussed. Numerous philoso- 
phers of repute have united in extol ling 
the possibilities of an artificial language 
while literary men have genenillv uni- 
ted in denying its possible utility. 
From forty to fifty different systems of 
greater or less ingenuity have been in- 
vented; but no scheme lias been pre- 
vented that was not practially worth- 
less. Hut in the words of Professor 
Kerck huffs, "practical minds remark 
with justice that we are a century 
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wherein new wants spring up e ver\- 
day, and in which the impossibilities 
of one day become the marvelous re- 
almes of the next". There were those 
who were yet uot discouraged. The 
daily multiplication of necessities for 
some such device stimulated zeai; and 
i» 1880 John Martin Schlever a Ger- 
man polyglot . a distinguished linguist 
and a man of Inters, after a laborious 
effort ol twenty years published;. 

-system which is believed to he a suhuion 
of the problem. 

Volapuk is from,-,,/, universe and M* 
language; literally. Universal Lan- 
guage, borrowing certain distin- 
guishing characteristics from the dif- 
ferent languanges of Europe he has 
succeeded in combining a logical, well- 
arranged and exceedingly simple si-s- 
tem. 

'Hie difficulties of pronunciation of 
various European languages are avoid- 
ed, as are all long compound words. 
There are no silent letters and every 
sound lias a letter. The French ac- 
cent has been adopted, every word re- 
ceiving the stress on the last syllable, 
the Erench construction has likewise 
been followed for the most part. 
There are no artificial genders, no ir- 
regular verbs, and a single conjuga- 
tion. The roots of the words have 
been borrowed from all the European 
languages, the English being special 
ly laid undercontribmion. The meth- 
od of derivation is always the same 
Adjectives, verbs, adverbs etc. are 
regularly formed from the substantive 
and have invariably the same termiim- 
t"o»s. Jt is therefore only necessary 
to learn the nouns in order to master 
the entire vocabulary. The rules in 
Volapnk have no exceptions. 
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It is believed that, by o:ie knowing 
any one of the Romanic or Germanic 
languages, Volapuk can be mastered 
in one month sufnciiuly to be enabled 
to speak and correspond in with pass- 
able fluency. Experiments with it in 
the schools of Paris have lead to this 
conclusion. 

'Hie experimental stage with Vola- 
puk seems to have now passed. Its prac- 
tice utility for the purposed designs 
have been demonstrated—for Euro- 
peans at least. Upwards of 20,000 
pupils are now pursuing it in Germa- 
ny and Austria alone, and in various 
countries of both hemispheres its stu- 
dents and advocates are increasing 
continually. It | ias been officiallv rec- 
ommended to telegraph clerks in 
l>enmark,and in Germany it is hoped 
to secure its admittance into that ser- 
vice. 

There have been held already two 
international conventions of Volapuk - 
ists,one a year or two ago at Munich, 
at each of which there were present 
several hundred delegates. 

It should go without saying that the 
language is yet not without imperfec- 
tions, nothing in this world can claim 
*ueh distinction : but the imperfections 
of Volapuk are not vital, they are such 
as its enthusiastic endorsers are grad- 
ual}- eliminating. 

Some have asked whv not rather 
adopt one of the existing or ancient 
languages ? The best answer is that 
centuries of experience has proven 
this impossible. Greek, Latin and 
trench have each in a measure served 
as a general medium, but neither ever 
obtained more than a very limited use 
tor a very limited scope of purpose. 
National and race jealousy, and the dif- 
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Acuity of learning any one of the natu- 
ral languages ,are main ami sufficient 
objections their employment. 
The difficulties of -foundation, spel- 
ling and Granmiarare such that it takes 
the Frenchman at least two or three 
years to learn German ,aiul these, re- 
member.are kindred languages, both of 
the Aryan family; but one of these 
tongues to a Semitic speaking person 
presents difficulties almost unsur- 
niountable;aad,:r/V,7 W «,a Kurope- 
an would have equal difficult v in learn- 
ing Persian or Chinese. No system of 
economics could give this much time to 
the propagation or a foreign tongue in 
w general and thorough a manner as 
to make it available for the purposes 
required of a universal language 
much less when so simple a device 
«s Valaptik i.s at hand.

PRA1R1K View formal School is 
a State Institution, located in 
Mailer county, and with special refer- 
ence to those whom it was intended to 
directly benefit. Fifty miles east is 
Houston, the railroad center tor nine 
roads, ami six west is Hempsiead and 
nearest mail Station . The location iy 
thus away from the influence of the 
city ami nestled intheverv heart of 
the lilaek belt. The central building is 
alarge two-story frame . The former 
country resident c n\~ ;i rich planter 
and Mock-raiser. This building also 
served the use:-, of an aristocratic 
boarding school, and I ike all lordly 
mansions of this section, was built 
with reference to comfort. In addition 
to the main 1 miUling there are three 
oilier houses used as dormitories l>v 
the boys, a large two story I, shaped 
frame building with twenty rooms for 
girls, a frame cottage for die princi- 
pal, a mode! school for children and 
a brick dining hall. The school is run 
"largely on the family plan, each student 
governing himself and all members of 
one family ami supporters ufoiie idea. 

that of demonstrating their fitness to 
govern < idlers by first governing them- 
selves. Success in this hns been mar- 
velous. The career of tit- school hns 
been varied, and more than once its 
lite was almost despaired of. notwith- 
standing; the fact that the State offered 
tuition, use of text-hooks, and inain- 
tai nance free. 

The whole number of students is de- 
wded into two classes.- State and l'av 
Students. The former (forty-six in 
number) are appointed after a compel- 
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titive examination, These arc main- 
tained with -oui cost to themselves: the 
latter pay a nominal sum lor hooks. 
Tuition is free to all, the only con- 
dition being that they sign a pledge to 
teach, after leaving, as" lung as They 
have attended the school. 

The work is Normal so for as the 
-■auditions u-ill ;i llo\v r the particular 
aim being to prepare teachers for the 
common public schools. 

The course of study is arranged to 
•■"vera period of tlirt-t; j ears" \o 
attempt is made at teaching the ian- 
linages other than oar mother tongue. 
(J real stress is lahl upon th c needs of 
die common s< hooipeaeher. Care is 
taken to broaden and lengthen the 
course of study as the demand grows. 
Our graduates and licentiate's ihul 
ready work as teachers, in fact are in 
demand, many counties being sup- 
plied direct from the school. 

The industrial feature will be annex- 
ed during this session. This depart- 
ment comes in response to the well-nigh 
unanimous demand of the colored 
people. Its success is assured. 

The school owns twenty three hun- 
dreu acres of land, is; managed almost 
entirely by the colored people, has the 
support of the best people of the state 
.iiul is backed by the largest democrat- 
ic majority of any similar work in the 
country. 

More than thirty thousand dollars 
was appropriated by the iast Legisla- 
ture to support P. V. \. S. daring 
two years. *
